‘Citizen's Day BBQ 


In an effort to improve the 
quantity and quality of service 
provided to Glades residents, 
the City of Belle Glade has be- 
gun a major expansion project 
at its wastewater treatment fa- 
cility. Once completed, the facil- 
ity's daily flow capacity will be 
doubled from 3.0 to 6.0 million 
gallons per day. 

Funding for the.project has 
been made possible through a 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) loan to fi- 
nance the construction of pub- 
licly owned wastewater treat- 
ment works. These funds are 
appropriated by the United 
States Congress, and a portion 
of available funds is reserved 
for projects that serve small 
communities with a population 
of 20,000 or less. 

The $7,681,382 expansion 
project, which has been con- 
tracted to S.I. Nicholas of Pom- 
pano Beach, is scheduled for 
completion in late 1999. In ad- 
dition to increasing the treat- 
ment'plant's capacity, the pro- 
ject will allow the city to better 
address total suspended solids, 
biological oxygen demand, and 
nutrients. regarding waste- 
water. Administrator of Utili- 
ties Ken Robinson says, "Public 
Services has been working 
since 1989 to get this project 
funded, permitted, and under 
construction. Everything is pro- 
gressing smoothly, and I am 
very excited that we are able to 
provide for future growth."

Even though funding for the 
expansion is a 20-year term 
loan, city officials consider it an 
excellent means for assisting 
Belle Glade ip meeting DEP 
mandated rules and regula- 
tions. 

According to City Manager 
Lomax Harrelle, Florida munic- 
ipalities are required to be in 
compliance with the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's reg- 
ulations as mandated through 
DEP, and these unfunded man- 


dates can р a financial 
hardship on small cities. Since 
the state's loan rates are sub- 


stantially below traditional fi- 
nancing rates, Belle Glade's 
State Revolving Loan allows us 
to expand our facility without 
causing a major financial im- 
pact since water and sewer debt 
service payments will be con- 
siderably less.” 

Currently, the city is meeting 
all óf its requirements with ref- 
erence to water quality. Howev- 
er, by doubling the plant's ca- 
pacity,’ the city is ensuring its 
ability to address future eco- 
nomic development require- 
ments. The increaséd capacity 
will make a‘ major difference in 
the facilitation of hook-ups for 
future residential or commer- 
cial growth, such .as the pro- 
posed Belle Glade Business 
Park.

South Florida Water Management Dis- 
trict obtains lands within’ its 16 county 
area for public use and for water storage, 
restoration and water quality and quan- 
tity. Revenues for land acquisition were 
set up in the Water Management Lands 
‘Trust Fund. Some of those lands are pur- 
chased with Preservation 2000 funds. 
Both of those funds are administered by 
the Florida Department of Environmen- 
tak Protection. “Save Our Rivers" dollars, 
is the name ofthe program Pen чау 
the Florida Legislature in 1981 to acq od 
environmentally sensitive lands. 

As part of its mission, the districtepro- 
tects and manages the wetlands, lakés, 
bays and rivers of south and central 
Florida. It is charged with safeguarding 
water quality and: supply of the region's 
water rces, now and into the future.

years, the SFWMD estimates it will have 
a $250 million acquisition deficit, ‘which 
translates into 175,000 acres of lands not 
being acquired.

That message'is contained in the recent- 
ly released Save Our Rivers Land Acqui- 
sitioh and Management Plan.

Mr. Poole also speaks in the plan of the 
fact that legislative action in Tallahassee 
has removed a 25: percent cap that for- 
merly existed in Save Our Rivers dollars 
for land management activities. He said 
the removal of the cap will help district 
staff have a lot more flexibility to use 
funds where they are most needed.

has remained fixed. However, the district 
is trying to manage twice as much land 
with the same amount of money. Land | 
management needs keep gaing up, both 
in costs and acreage, Mr. Poole noted, 
while the funding remains the same year 
after year. 

The introduction to the SOR acquisi- 
tion and management. plan notes the 


fee title to lands which the district deems 
necessary for water management, water 
supply and the conservation and protec- 
tion of water resources. Lands including 
other features are eligible as well. These. 
include: River and stream floodplains 
and flowways; River and stream flood 
hazard areas; Littoral zones; Springs and 
lakes; Aquifer recharge areas; Wetlands; 
Wellfields; and, Unique Water Features. 
The district has developed an evalua- 
tion matrix that addresses the water and 
natural resource value of each parcel of 
property which is under consideration for 
acquisition. The matrix consists of 10 pa-

There is a new. superstar in 
the world of weather. It is the 
El Nino of 1997-98, the 
strohgest El Nino ever recòrd- 
ed and, in the words of one 
weather expert, the "climate 
event of the century." 

Scientists have known- for 
years that nothing influences 
climate like the oceans. After a 
wild, wet winter here in South 
Florida, most of us would 
agree. 

The large pool of warmer 
than usual water in the Pacific 
Ocean, which at its peak was 
one and one half times the size 
of the United States, produced 


"one of the wettest winters in 


our history. 

A foot of rain fell in January 
- the heart of the so-called dry 
season. February was damp 
too - the fourth wettest Febru- 
ary since records have been 
kept. SR 

When it wasn't raining, 
South Florida was buffeted by 
seemingly ceaseless, gusty 
winds. Morning, noon and 
night Mother Nature huffed 
and puffed, producing опе bad 
hair day after another. It 
seemed as if she would never _ 
run out of breath! 

But this El Nino was more 
than just a sartorial nuisance, 
In February, it turned deadly, 
spawning powerful tornadoes 
that roared through’ central 
Florida. Forty-two people died, 
making it the deadliest torna- 


‚ do outbreak in Florida history. 


Two weeks later, severe 
thunderstorms struck Okee- 
chobee, damaging or destroy- 
ing over 175 homes. Remark- 


, &bly, no one was killed and just 


а few folks suffered cuts and 
bruises.

El Nino pattern. California 
was battered with a series of 
storms, while .states from 
Texas to North Carolina en- 
dured the worst outbreak: of 
tornadoes in 25 years. 

In fact, the El Nino affected 


*weather patterns around the 


world: forest fires in Indonesia, 
typhoons in Japan, unusually 
powerful hurricanes in the Pa- 
cific, torrential rains in East 


„Africa, flash floods in Peru and 


Ecuador and even snowstorms 
in Mexico. 

Scientista reported in early 
April that the £l Nino was be- 
ginning to weaken, predicting 
that the warm pool of Pacific 
Ocean water would disappear 
completely by the end of sum- 


„mer. 


Good news, right? Maybe 
not. The absence of the El Nino 
is likely to have a large impact 
on this year's hurricane sea- 
son. It would seem that the El 
Nino would have the last 
laugh. 

Last year, the El Nino helped 
to reduce the number of tropi- 
cal storms and hurricanes “іп 
the Atlantic Ocean. This year, 


"with El Nino forecast to dimin- 


ish, most experts predict an ac- 
tive season. 

Researchers still aren't sure 
how the El Nino is created, on- 
ly that it seems to run in five- 
year cycles, Yet, Dr. Robert 
Livezey, a senior researcher 
meteorologist with the Climate 
Prediction. Genter in Camp 
Springs, Maryland, thinks that 
cycle is about to change. 

Livezey believes we can ex- 
pect more frequent El Nino's in 


ithe. coming years. Instead of 


every five years, Livezey 
thinks the El Nino may occur 
as often as every two to three 
years. М . 

He also believes that future 
El Nino's will be very similar to 
this ‘year's record-breaker. 
“Stronger, more frequent El Ni- 
nos aré in our future,” said 
Livezey. 

If he's right, then the El Nino 
weather pattern may be the su- 
perstar of weather for | a long 
time.

Ms. Daum states that there 
üre many myths about over- 
weight children. For example: 

MYTH: “My child will grow 
out of it." 

FACT: Half of overweight 
youngsters remain overweight 
into adulthood. If childhood 
obesity is not corrected by.age 
12, the odds for becoming an 
overweight adult are four to 
one. Losing weight may-be hard 
for kids, but it is even' harder 
for adults. 

MYTH: As long as my child is 
not eating junk, he can eat as 
much as he wants. 

FACT: Too many calories 
leads to excessive weight gain, 
no matter what foods those 
calories come from. For exam- 
pla, fruit juice is very high in 


calories. 

-MYTH: If a child doesn't eat 
any more than his friends or 
siblings, he's not overeating. 

FACT: All kids are different 
and have different’ caloric 
requirements. A child with a 
slower metabolism or one who 
is less active may not need as 
muéh food as a child who 
spends a lot of time playing 
sports. Two children can eat 
exactly the sarne foods and one 
can gain weight while the other 
loses. 

MYTH: If my child is over- 
weight, it's genetic and there's 
nothing I can do. 

FACT: Even if other family 
members have weight prob- 
lems, a child can learn to con- 
trol his or her weight by mak- 
ing changes in how he or she 
eats and exercising regularly. 

MYTH: Encouraging weight 
control could lead to an eating 
disorder. 

FACT: Eating disorders are 
not about needing to lose 
weight. Anorexia and bulimia 
are the result of existing ero- 


Florida leads nation in non-melanoma skin cancer 


Florida is.41..and not very 
зарру about it. 

In a landmark scientific 
study recently completed by 
Miami dermatologist Mark S. 
Nestor, MD, south Florida has 
the highest incidence of non- 
melanoma skin cancer in the 
world. 

But, thanks to a new law 
passed by the Florida 
Legislature, Florida residents 
Dean now see a dermatologist 
without a referral or. prior 
approval from -their HMO or 
EPS, clearing the way for vital 
yearly check-ups to screen for 
skin cancer, pre-cancerous 
lesions and other conditions. 

“Because patients now have 
direct access, doctors will 
(Xetect more skin cancers earli- 
er,” says Dr. Nestor. “We must 
catch all skin cancers as early 
as possible, whether they're

non-melanoma or the more 
deadly melanoma." 

When Dr. Nestor compared 
the rate of non-melanoma skin 
cancer in. south Florida to the 
rates in the rest of the world, 
the results were startling. 

In-south Florida residents 
under 65 years of age, 450 per 
100,000 were being treated for 
non-melanoma skin cancer, and 
in those older than 65, the inci- 
dence of non-melanoma cancer. 
shot up to 10,000 per 100,000 
residents. 

"Factors for the increase in 
all kinds of skin cancer include 
the -depletion of the Earth's 
ozone layer, a 'sun & fun' 
lifestylein Florida, and the fact 
that . we're living longer,” 
explains Dr. Nestor. "According 
to our study, 10% of those older 
than 65 who are living in south 
Florida have non-melanoma 


skin cancer.” 

Dr. tor's study had a base 
of 160,000 patients who were 
studied for one year. 

Added concerns are "people 
who have-had skin cancers in 
the past, says Dr. Nestor, 
“because they are at risk for 
recurrence." 

Regarding the more serious 
melanoma skin cancer, the ris- 
ing incidence is alarming. * 

“We now have a one in 90 
chance of developing mela- 
noma,” says Dr. Nestor. “Only 
ten years ago, it was only one in 
300." 

That increase may also con- 
tain some good news. 

"We're catching these cancers 
earlier,” says Dr. Nestor, “and 
that accounts for some of the 
higher incidence numbers.” 

Tampa dermatologist L. 
Frank Glass, MD, agrees, and 


notes that greater public 
awareness has led patients to 
early screening and detection, 
leading to prompt treatment 
and greater chances of recov- 
ery. 

“The number one concern of 
my patjents is ‘Do I have can- 
cer?", says Dr. Glass. “They are 
concerned because skin cancer 
is practically epidemic in 
Florida." 

Jacksonville dermatologist 
Charles V. Perniciaro, MD, sug- 
gests yearly  dérmatological 
check-ups to screen for cancer 
and other conditions. 

“You definitely want to dee 
your dermatologist at least 
once a year if you have a fami- 
ly or personal history of skin 
cancer, or if you have a fair 
complexion, which puts you at 
a higher risk of sun damage,” 
says Dr. Perniciaro.

The level of taxpayer 
mistreatment, harassment and intimiddtion_is 
far worse than first thought, and it's time to put 
a.stop to this runaway train of abuse. 

je received countless letters from Floridians 
who live іп. (еа? of the IRS. Most of my con- 
stituenty write about unfair treatment with 
respect to financial dealings with the agency, 
but some describe incidents of physical abuse 
against taxpayers who after months of anguish 
are found innocent of any wrongdoing. A tax- 
payer from Tampa wrote that he witnessed IRS 


~ agents literally drag a single mother out of her 


place of work becausé she was being held 
responsible for her ex-husband's tax violations. 
It is hárd to believe in our free society that this 
type of government intimidation runs rampant. 
Unfortunately, it is alive and well within, the 
IRS. 

As a member of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, which recently held hearings on the IRS 
and its abuses, I was astounded by the accounts 
of IRS employees ahd taxpayers as they. 
described the double standard that exists with- 
in the IRS and the aggressive law enforcement 
tactics by tax collectors - including armed raids 
and the fabrication of evidence. Thése hearings 
exposed a-rogue agency literally out of control. 
As the Senate considers IRS réform legislation, 
we must help put a stop to these injustices. We 
must ensure proper oversight of the Criminal 
Investigations Division, consider new guidelines 
and restrictiong on conducting “raids”, and find

It is time to audit the IRS. We ы. 
а full scale review of what works and/ 
what doesn’t and hold the IRS 
accountable for its abuses of power: 
An IRS overhaul must include a 
renewed emphasis on taxpayer pro- 
tections - including increased taxpay- 
er confidentiality, correcting the pre- 
sumptions that the, IRS is always 
right and the taxpayer is always 
wrong, and treating the IRS as it. 
treats the taxpayer by making it pay 
for its mistakes. I have introduced 

the Taxpayer Confidentially Act which, 
provides'for equal treatment for all taxpayers, 
regardless of their choice of professional tax 
adviser. I am also a co-sponsor of Senator Alfon- 
so D'Amato's (R-NY), bill that protects innocent 
spouses from being pursued by the IRS for tax 
violations committed by their husbands or 
wives on joint tax returns. The major elements 
of both bills are included in the IRS reform bill 
on the floor of the Senate last week. 

The IRS cannot operate in a vacuum and dis- 
regard the rights and needs of taxpayers. Fiscal 
mismanagement and negligence only under: 
mine taxpayer's faith in the fairness of any tax 
system. Outright abuse and harassment de~troy 
this faith. 

The Senate IRS reform bill will make IRS 
employees accountable for their actions by, 
requiring the IRS to terminate employees who 
commit perjury, falsify documenta or violate 
rules to retaliate against a taxpayer. The new 
independent IRS oversight board created by 
this bill has the power to monitor law enforce- 
ment and collection activities, and aggressive 
use of this power is vital to clean up the mess at 
the IRS. This board shoüld exist to serve the 
interest of the taxpayer - not the IRS bureau- 

cracy, therefore, the board should not include 
the "Treasury Secretary or an ins union repre-C 
sentative. 

We have an important job ‘head - to end the 
culture of waste, fraud and abuse that is ram- 
pant at the IRS. The attitude of antagonism 
toward the taxpayer must end,:and an 
improved, useful and service-oriented organiza- 
tion must take its place: 

This is not a partisan issue, it's a matter of 
right and wrong. Ы t 
«We in Congress must accept the challenge and 
make accountability the priority by passing > 

a tough IRS reform bill, and change the way 
IRS does business.

Local Farm Bureau asks governor 
to sign eminent domain legislation 


Western Palm Beath County 
Farm Bureau members are 
(joining the Florida Farm 
Bureau in asking Gov. Lawton 
Chiles to sign, without delay, 
legislation that will assure 
south Florida property owners 
Will receive full compensation 
when their property is taken 
by condemnation. the eminent 
domain provision, which 
passed the Florida Legislature 
у 25 an amendment to CS/HB 
4071, requires the South Flori- 
da Water management District 
(SFWMD) to follow state-man- 
dated procedures when acquir* 
ing land for the Kissimmee 
River restoration project and 
the C-111 project. 

“This measure assures that 
landowners will receive full 
value.for any property that is 
acquired for these projects," 


said Phil Leary, director of 
Government and Community 
Affairs for the Florida Farm 
Bureau. Leary said the legisla- 
ture saw the need to spell out 
the terms of such acquisition 
after SFWMD indicated it 


would asks the U.S. Army_ 


Corps of Engineers to instituté 
federal eminent domain con- 
demnation process of property 
it sought to acquire for the 
Everglades Construction Pro- 
ject. 

Unlike Florida Statues, fed- 
eral procedures don't allow full 
compensation. "Private citi- 
zens may have to hire.attor- 
neys, appraisers or other con- 
sultants to advise and repre- 
sent them in a government 
taking," Mr. Leary ‘said 
“Under federal process, those 
costs are borne by the 


landowner." State statutes rec- 
ognize full compensation must 
include all expenses incurred 
in the condemnation process. 
“This legislation is not about 
restoration.-It is about the 
rights of Floridians at all eco- 
nomic levels.

As the barbecues come rolling 
out on decks and driveways,

back in the closet--Memorial 
Day the dividing line bétween 
spring and summer, signals the 
kickoff of the season. 

With all the shopping and 
picnics, there may be reason to 
fear that the meaning and pur- 
pose of, Memorial Day is getting 
lost. If we are to find it, we 
.must start in a cemetery and 
little history. There are 24 
cities - nórth and south - that 
lay-claim to begin the place 
where Memorial Day originat- 
ed. But às a native Pennsyl- 
vanian, I have a special fond- 
ness for the assertion inade by 
the villagers of a quaint com- 
munity situated in Centre 
County, Perinsylvania, just off 
Route 322, in the picturesque 
foothills of the Alleghenies. 


There a small, marker by the 
side of the road boasts: 


_“Boalsburg - Birthplace. of 


Memorial Day." 

According to their account, it 
happened in October 1864, 
while the Civil War wai still 
raging, a full two years earlier 
than Waterloo, New York, 
h was sanctioned as the 
“official” birthplace because its 
1866 observance was so "well 
planned and complete." But, in 
Boalsburg, they: say that 
Memoria! Day was born in a 
ny Pennsylvania graveyard 
where а proud mother and a 
grieving daughter met to scat- 
ter flowérs over the final rest- 
ing places of a brave gon and a 
gallant father. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Meyer's son 
Amos, who was a private, had 
fallen on the last day of battle 
at Gettysburg. He had enlisted 
in the Union Army at the out- 
break f the war and fought 
bravely. The young girl, Emma 
Hunter, was still reeling from 
the death of her father, Dr. 
Reuben Hunter, a Union Army 
surgeon. 

Timing was everything. They 


met at the cemetery on a, 


Sunday afternoon and began 
Sharing their stories and com- 
mon grief. They knelt together 
in that little burial ground, and 
each spontaneously took a few 
flowers to the other loved one's 
grave. Their sympathy for one 
another seémeg to lighten their 
burdens. The зќоѓу goes that 
before the two women left each

other, they agreed to meet 
again on the same day the fol- 
lowing year in order. о honor 
not only their own two loved 
ones, but othérs who. might 
have no one left to kneel at 
their lonely graves. The dis- 
cussed their plans with friends 
and neighbors, and the follow- 
ing year every grave in the lit- 
tle cemetery was decorated 
with flowers and flags. Not a 7) 
single one was neglected. 

Since the first Memorial Day, 
the service has grown to ' 
embrace the men who fought in 
gray as well as in blue, finally 
to include all heroes - men and 
women - who have made the 
supreme sacrifice in all 
American conflicts from the 
Revolutionary War to Desert ¢ 
Storm. And, over’the years, 
respect began to include all 
who have died, in war or peace, 
as soldiers or as civilians. 

Increasingly, Memorial Day 
is losing not only its purely mil- 
itary significance, bùt also its 
place as the one day in the year 
when all of us pause collectively 
in tribüte'to those who have 
walked these paths before, all 
who lived and died trying to 
build a better future and a bet- 
ter world. 

We don't have to decorate a 
grave or march in a parade to 
mark the significance of this 
holiday. But we can stop long 
enough in our long weekend to 
acknowledge that Memorial C 
means we should remember 
and be truly grateful.

unitized body design allows for 
3 lighter, more fuel-efficient 
automobilé.

Look for an expe- 
rienced collision repair business 
with the training, equipment 
and qualifications specific to 
unitized body repair.

You should find the final 
repair cosmetically pleasing, 
and your car should also func- 
tion as it did prior;to the acci- 
dent.

Checking ‘door-to-fender and 
fender-to-hood gaps for even 
lines often helps in determining 
proper replacement fit. 

Your collision .repair facility 
should also be prepared to han- 
dle the necessary procedures 
and negotiations with your 
insurance company. Like you, 
professional collision repair 
specialists are primarily con- 
cerned with quality and value.

A properly repaired unitized 
body vehicle will. retain its, 
resale value, handle as 
designed and provide many 
years of safe and efficient oper- 
ation. However, only motorists 
can ensure proper repairs by 
learning more about their cars 
and taking precautions when 
repair is needed.

Women Calling The Shots 
On Family Car Care 


(NU)—Women аге not 
only becoming more 
influential in deciding 
what car to buy, they 
are also taking over the 
traditionally male-dom- 
inated responsibility of 
maintenance and 
repair, the National 
Institute for Auto- 
motive’ Service Ex- 
cellence (ASE) reports. 

Currently, more than 
65 percent of customers 
who take their vehicles 
to a repair shop for ser- 
vice and repair are 
women. Some repair 
industry experts esti- 
mate that the average 
may actually be closer 
to 80 percent.

purse and a trophy. 

, Out of this home grown ritu- 
al, the National Association for 
Stock Car Automobile Racing 
(NASCAR) was born. The idea 
actually came togetlter at. the 
Streamline - Hotel, Daytona 
Beach, Florida, just over 50 
years ago. "Big Bill" Fránce, 
Sr., Red Byron and 33 of their 
*associates" who had been par- 
ticipating in the semi-orga- 
nized races, gathered around a 
table at the Ebony Bar and 
came up with the idea to create 
a new organized ар called 
stock car racing. 

From that modest beginning, 
the sport attracted“ followers 
throughout the south. Moving 
from 1/3-mile dirt tracks to 
paved ovals, then on to speed- 
ways called Darlington and 
Daytona where races had tradi- 
tionally been run on a stretch of 
its famous beach. 

The crowds grew slowly, but 


steadily ‘for the first 25 years, 
aided largely by-the popularity 
“of ‘a handsome young driver 
from Level Cross, North 
Carolina, named* Richard Lee 
Petty. The воп of a NASCAR 
pioneer and legend: Lee Petty, 
Richard had the driving 'skill 
and mechanical know-how to 
win races and lots of.them. At a 
time when the езі drivers 
retired with forty or fifty wins 
to their credit, the younger 
Petty won races by the dozens. 
In one year, 1967, Petty won 27 
races, including 10 in a row.
